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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications 
in or related to numismatics, with abstracts of their contents. Beginning 
with NL No. 79 (December 1967), bibliographical information and ab¬ 
stracts have been submitted by an international board of contributing 
editors, each of whom collects material published in his country. The 
contents and quality of NL reflect the participation of this editorial board 
and of individual scholars, whose cooperation can create a truly compre¬ 
hensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 to 95 have been main¬ 
tained, to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field 
more easily, while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. 
Each issue of NL is now paged separately, rather than consecutively 
within each issue, and an abstract can therefore be identified by the 
issue number together with the abstract number, for example, 96-1. 
Most entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical or typolog¬ 
ical sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists 
works in which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are 
described or significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the 
broad definition of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section 
is a list of numbered cross references to abstracts with related material 
in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. 
The author index does not include references to the reviews, which are 
themselves alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a 
separate list of abstracts in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. The list of period¬ 
ical title abbreviations in each issue is cumulative, including not only 
periodicals abstracted in that issue, but in preceding issues as well. In 
this way, the list should ultimately become a record of the many period¬ 
ical publications, in many fields, in which numismatic material appears, 
and a convenient compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is 
being made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are 
not readily available, or are published in languages which readers are 
not likely to know, and which were not discovered until the institution of 
the international board of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome, and may 
be addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic 
Society. The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL, and 
hopes that participation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the 
bibliographic information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the author(s) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the 
Roman alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, 
German or Italian, the original title should be followed by a transla¬ 
tion into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information 
must also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Number of plates or other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a 
Festschrift or proceedings of a congress, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Number of plates or other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Number of plates or other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the 
reader’s attention, and the title is fully descriptive of the contents, the 
bibliographic information alone may be given and the abstract omitted.

The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an ab¬ 
stract does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 
Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depend¬ 
ing upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long 
abstract may be desirable when the original publication is not readily 
available, or is written in a language most readers are not likely to know. 
Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. 
They may be submitted in English, French, German or Italian, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full 
name of the abstractor. 


Non-Current Titles 

The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control 
file, grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into 
the Society’s library card catalog. Cards are removed from this control 
file as the relevant titles are received from the contributing editors. Title 
cards in the control file are published as they become three years old in 
order to prevent omission of these titles. Publication of such entries is 
necessarily limited to bibliographical information.

Both Cinna and Sulla recognized the 
need for a sound currency, the former with the edict of Marius 
Gratidianus, the latter with the lex Cornelia de falsis.

The find is without doubt a reflection of the measure adopted by the 
Senate, in the absence of Claudius, of melting down the bronze coins of 
Caligula. It was made on Feb. 19, 1962 in the all6es d'Orleans in 
Bordeaux, and comprised at least 42 coins, unfortunately dispersed. The 
six examples published were acquired by the Mus6e d’Aquitaine. They 
are all bronze asses with the image of Caligula, with the reverse type of 
the seated Vesta. With the exception of the first, all the coins enter into 
the category of imitation coins, but one does not notice any die-links and 
one cannot set forth any hypothesis regarding the existence of a local 
mint in Aquitaine. The workmanship of two of the examples 
approximates certain imitations of Claudius, which would place the 
composition of the lot after A.D. 41. (L. Lothringer)

The solid 
construction of the houses, with heavy, rectangular stone foundations, 
leaves very clear indications in the field, even when the stones have 
been removed. Investigation into the history of settlements and human 
geography of the island have shown an unbroken continuity of 
settlement during the period in question, and consequently there are 
likely to be explanations other than warfare for the deposition of the 
hoards. The fact that most of them have been placed inside the houses, 
or even in the stone foundations, opens new perspectives for further

The hoard is composed of 
2306 denarii and antoniniani ranging from Nero to Trebonianus Gallus 
and Volusian (1778 denarii and 525 antoniniani, two plated coins, and a 
drachm of Amisus). The first denarii are rather worn, while the 
antoniniani are almost all in mint condition. Hoards presenting the same 
characteristics (the reigns involved, the mix of varieties) are not very 
numerous (4). The hoard comprises three stages of hoarding: previous 
to the recoinage of Trajan; ending with the devaluation of the denarius 
under Septimius Severus; and concluding with the devaluation of the 
antoninianus under Valerian-Gallienus. It is, then, a savings hoard, 
which is confirmed by the very strong proportion of coins previous to 
193. The authors cite variants not included in the RIC. The average of 
the weights underlines the remarkable metrologic stability of the 
denarius and makes it apparent that, since its creation in 215, its 
weights were placed between two and one and a half denarii.

Statistical study shows that this is a savings hoard, especially 
since all the coins are fleur de coin. Apparently saving began in 148/9

The author examines the 
distribution of types by emperor, then makes a metrological study of the 
coins and ascertains a reduction in the actual weight of the sestertius, 
beginning with the reign of Marcus Aurelius, taking into account the 
effects of circulation, corrosion, and cleaning. Spectrographic analysis 
does not permit one to verify, for a group of 24 sestertii from the reign of 
Galba to that of Caracalla, the disappearance of zinc, replaced by lead 
and tin. Chemical analyses permit one to follow the transformations of 
orichalcum and are complemented by a polarographic analysis. The date 
of burial cannot be determined with precision, but the hoard finds its 
place among the finds brought to light in the valleys of the Seine and the

The article is a history of coffee and tea growing in 
Ceylon, accompanied by a presentation of four major token types. 

294 CHATTERJEE, B. Nanaka. A Coin Denomination. JNSI Vol. 42 
(1980) pp. 140-42. 

Nanaka seems to have been the name of a specific type of coin, 
bearing the mother goddess but without any consideration of the metal 
or weight.

297 CHOWDHURY, V., and RAY, P. A Hitherto Unknown Surya-Type 
Coin Issued by Sultan Fath Shah of Bengal. JNSI Vol. 42 (1980) pp. 
42-44 illus. 

Two silver coins of the Bengal Sultan Fath Shah bearing a sun device 
in the center of the obverse are described. This device was previously

298 DE, GOURISANKAR. Two Gold Coins from Chandraketugarh. 
JNSIVol. 41 (1979) pp. 28-30 Ulus. 

A gold coin of Chandragupta II (archer type) and another of the 
Ku$apa king Huvishka (Nana reverse) are described as finds from the 
ancient site of Chandraketugarh in West Bengal. The author attaches 
great importance to the coin of Huvishka as a find from the Bengal 
region. It should be noted, however, that the coin is looped and meant to 
be used as an ornament, and so no longer belongs to its period of origin.

A bronze medal bearing the bust of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, his 
name, and the words 4 ‘Jewel of India” on the obverse and showing him 
on horseback with the national flag and the inscription ‘‘success comes 
to those who dare and act” on the reverse is described, and the occasion 
of which it might have been issued is surmised.

313 HUSSAIN, M.K. Jam-i-Sihhat - Coin of Jahangir. JNSI Vol. 41 
(1979) pp. 103-15 illus. 

Coins of the Mughal emperor Jahangir issued from Ajmer and dated 
regnal year 9/H. 1023, showing him holding a cup in his hand, are called 
Bacchanalian by Western numismatists. The author takes exception to 
this, considering that it is not only a misnomer but contrary to the actual 
facts. In his opinion, the cup held by the emperor was the Jam-i-sihhat 
(cup of health). In support, he mentions the fact of Jahangir’s visit to the 
shrine of Khwaja Muin-ud-din Chisti in Ajmer, which brought him 
recovery from his fallen health. The coins were issued to commemorate 
this recovery.

314 KELKAR, A.S., and KHARE, G.H. Smaller Denominations of 
Four Maratha Rupees. JNSI Vol. 41 (1979) pp. 75-77 Ulus. 
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An eight-anna piece of the coins bearing Sn Ganapati on one side and 
Sri ParUa Pradhan in Nagari with the Persian legend of the Mughal king 
Shah Alam n is mentioned. Rupee coins of this very type were known 
earlier and on one of them the mint name Murtadabad was read. The 
authors assign these coins to the Sardar Patwardhan family of the 
Peshwa period. Besides this coin, two eight-anna pieces of the 
Do-chashmi type from the Muhiabad mint and two four-anna pieces of 
the Ankusi type are also mentioned. In the opinion of the authors, coins 
of these smaller denominations were not published earlier.

Ku§&pa coins’ reverse types include both Hellenized and Indian 
versions of Siva images. The shift from a crude Hellenistic style to a 
more Indian one paraUels the extension of Ku?a$a power from Gandhara 
east to Mathura, an influential center of early Indian artistic production. 
The Ku$<lpa Siva coin images in this “Eastern” style may preserve the 
beginning of the transition from Ku$ftpa to Gupta art forms.

A zodiacal mohur of the Mughal emperor Jahangir from the Kashmir 
mint bearing the sign of Cancer dated 1034 H., regnal year 20 with the 
name of Queen Nuijahan is described. This very coin was published 
earlier by J. Gibbs (1878; p. 155) and attributed to the mint of Ajmer.

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342 RUPAREL, J.J. The Use of Indian Coinage in East Africa. NI Vol. 
16 No. 2 (Feb. 1982) pp. 47-50 illus. 

Discusses the use of the Indian rupee in East Africa (Kenya, Uganda, 
Tanzania), and other coinages used. ( Sydney W. Beaney) 

343 SAHAI, YADUENDRA. The Mints of Sawai Jaipur. JNSI Vol. 41 
(1979) pp. 5-65. 

The author draws attention to a map preserved in the City Palace 
Museum, Jaipur, showing the Jantar Mantar complex which was 
prepared during the reign of Sawai Jai Singh II. It shows a place called 
taksal (mint), which serves as evidence that there was a mint at Sawai 
Jaipur and coins were minted there as early as the time of Sawai Jai 
Singh II, a fact which has been denied by scholars so far. The paper also 
adds some new information about coins based on records.

The author reads the legend on one as Seva yamaka Seva 
Sebakasa and that on the other as Seva Yasmaka Seva... and ascribes 
the coins to an unknown ruler of the Sebaka dynasty.

There is a 
discussion of the character and function of the royalist wartime mints, 
including the supply of bullion; and the problematical Bristol-style 
coinages of 1645-46 marked A and B are exhaustively considered and 
assigned to Ashby-de-la-Zouch and Bridgnorth rather than Lundy or 
Barnstaple, etc. Finally, the brief restoration of the mint at the Silver 
Mills (Furnace), a few miles from Aberystwyth, after the “second’ ’ Civil 
War is described. The mint was closed soon after the execution of king 
Charles I and never worked again. The book includes 19 documentary 
appendices, notably transcriptions of Bushell’s mint-indenture and of 
the rough account-book, which survives in the British Library. The 
others mostly concern the mines.

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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications 
in or related to numismatics, with abstracts of their contents. Beginning 
with NL No. 79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and ab¬ 
stracts have been submitted by an international board of contributing 
editors, each of whom collects material published in his country. The 
contents and quality of NL reflect the participation of this editorial board 
and of individual scholars, whose cooperation can create a truly compre¬ 
hensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained, to 
enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more easily, 
while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Each issue of 
NL is now paged separately, rather than consecutively within each issue, 
and an abstract can therefore be identified by the issue number together 
with the abstract number, for example, 81-1. Most entries are grouped 
under broad cultural, geographical or typological sections. In addition, 
the section Technology and Methodology lists works in which recently 
developed techniques for numismatic study are described or significant¬ 
ly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition of 
Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of num¬ 
bered cross references to abstracts with related material in other sec¬ 
tions. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. 
The author index does not include references to the reviews, which are 
themselves alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a 
separate list of abstracts in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list 
of periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of addi¬ 
tions. In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical 
publications in many fields in which numismatic material appears, and a 
convenient compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is 
being made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are 
not readily available, or are published in languages which readers are 
not likely to know, and which were not discovered until the institution of 
the international board of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome, and may 
be addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic 
Society. The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL, and 
hopes that participation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the 
bibliographic information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full names(s) of the author(s) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the 
Roman alphabet. If the publication is not written English, French, 
German or Italian, the original title should be followed by a transla¬ 
tion into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information 
must also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Number of plates or other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a 
Festschrift or proceedings of a congress, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Number of plates or other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Number of plates or other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the 
reader’s attention, and the title is fully descriptive of the contents, the 
bibliographic information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract 


Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an ab¬ 
stract does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 
Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depend¬ 
ing upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long 
abstract may be desirable when the original publication is not readily 
available, or is written in a language most readers are not likely to know. 
Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. 
They may be submitted in English, French, German or Italian, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full 
name of the abstractor. 

Non-Current Titles 

The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control 
file, grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into 
the Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are removed from this control 
file as the relevant titles are received from the Contributing Editors. 
Title cards in the control Hie are published as they become three years 
old in order to prevent omission of these titles. Publication of such 
entries is necessarily limited to bibliographical information only. 

NOTE TO CONTRIBUTING EDITORS 

Abstracts intended for publication in the March issue of Numismatic 
Literature should be received at the editorial office of the American 
Numismatic Society, Broadway at 155th Street, New York, NY 10032, no 
later than November 15 of the preceeding year; abstracts for the 
September issue should be received no later than May 15 of the same 
year.

A stater and a diobol with obverse, head and foreleg of a lioness to 
left, both found near ancient Kaunas are claimed to have been minted at 
this town. (H. Bloesch) 

100 KINDLER, A. A Reassessment of the Dates of Some Coins of the 
Roman Procurators of Judaea. INJ Vol. 5 (1981) p. 19-21; illus. 

The date 33 on coins of the Procurator Coponius is based on the Actian 
era. As a result a similar coin dated 36 was also issued by Coponius, and 
only that one dated 39 by Marcus Ambibulus. Issues of the procurator 
Antonius Felix are also discussed. (A. Spaer) 

101 KRUPP, M. and QEDAR, S. The Cross on the Coins of King 
Herod. INJ Vol. 5 (1981) pp. 17-18 illus. 

The authors suggest that the cross or X appearing on certain Herodian 
coins (e.g. BMC 20-39) stands for the letter H i.e. the first letter of 
Herod’s name. Similarly the monogram -£ appearing on coins of Year 
3 of Herod stands for HP i.e. the first two letters of his name. (A. Spaer) 

102 KROLL, JOHN H. A Spurious Athenian Bronze Coin. SM Vol. 32 
No. 127 (Aug. 1982) pp. 59-60 Ulus. 

A bronze coin published in SM Vol. 30 No. 117 (Feb. 1980) pp. 1-3, NL 
104-150 must for several reasons be a forgery. (H. Bloesch) 

103 KROMANN, ANNE. Teaterpenge i det Gamle Athen [Tokens for 
entrance payments to Athenian Theatres]. Numismatisk Rapport Vol. 5 
No. 3 pp. 13-18 Ulus. 

104 KRYZYANOWSKA, ALEKSANDRA. A Hoard Dating the 
Destruction of a Temple at Palmyra. Coins, Culture and History in the 
Ancient World: Numismatic and Other Studies in Honor of Bluma L. 
Trell ed. by Lionel Casson and Martin Price. Detroit, Wayne State Univ. 
Press 1981 pp. 39-41. 

The author gives detaUs of a hoard of forty-four coins from the 
excavations at Palmyra which provide a date between 378 and 388 for 
the destruction of the temple of Allath. (M. Price) 

105 KRZYZANOWSKA, ALEKSANDRA. Moneta Greka. Cz. II, 
Emisje okresu Cesarstwa Rzymskiego [Greek coinage. Part II, Issues of 
the Roman Imperial period].

The second part of the outline history of Greek coinage, devoted to 
the Greek imperial and municipal issues circulating throughout the 
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Roman Empire as well as on the local provincial markets. The most 
important features of the coin types and legends are discussed.

The author publishes some unedited bronzes from various locations in 
Ciliciae. (Gunther Demb ski) 

108 LOFARO, ILDE. Monete brettie dalle collezioni calabresi. AIIN 
27-28 (1980-1981) pp. 247-257 Ulus. 

A catalogue of the 87 coins from Calabria, previously in the collection 
of the Museo Civico di Reggio Calabria and the Museo Civico di Locri, 
now in the Museo Archeologico Nazionale of the same city.

An analytic catalogue divided into four series that the author believes 
reflect the order of emission of the incuse coinage with the bull looking 
backwards and the legend qiqCvoq ttu | o £ c . A brief summary of a survey in 
Serra la Citt& near Rivello (probably the site of ancient Sirino) is added.

Three Roman coins, 2 of them of Elagabalus, were found at this site.

Strigilisinschrift. SM Vol. 32 No. 127 (Aug. 1982) pp. 53-59 Ulus. 
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A bronz strigilis, “found in the sea between Syracuse and Leontinoi’’ 
which has been dated to ca. 430 B.C., bears a small stamped relief with 
an archaic figure of Zeus. The accompanying inscription ZOTEP 
(retrograde) is compared in shape and style with inscriptions on Sicilian 
coins such as Galaria, Himera, and Syracuse. ( H . Bloesch) 

113 MASTROCINQUE, ATT1LIO. Storia e monetazione de Mileto 
aU’epoca dei Diadochi. AIIN 27-28 (1980-1981) pp. 61-78 illus. 

The author examines the rather obscure history of Miletus between 
323 and 280 B.C. With the help of numismatic evidence, he reaches the 
conclusion that the city, under the dominion of Demetrius between 
296-94, was freed by Ptolemy in 294, who made it his ally and friend. 
Therefore, Miletus struck an autonomous coinage between 294-286/5 
B.C. when it was taken by Lysimachus. ( Ada Gabucci) 

114 MESHORER, Y. Again on the beginning of the Hashmonean 
Coinage. INJV ol. 5 (1981) pp. 11-16 illus. 

Another installment in the ongoing discussion as to whether 
Hashmonaean coinage began under John Hyrcanus I, as claimed by 
Barag and Qedar in their note in INJ Vol. 4 (1980) pp. 8-21 (NL 109-63), 
or under Alexander Jannaeus as propounded by the author. (Author) 

115 MESHORER, Y. On: D. Barag and S. Qedar “When Did the 
Hasmonaeans Begin Minting Coins.” Qadmoniot Vol. 15 No. 2-3 (1982) 
p. 92 illus. 

A reply to Barag and Qedar’s article (A/1,105-119), the author argues 
for the beginning of Jewish Coinage only under Alexander J annaeus.

Ptolemy II Phildelphus introduced the dating of coins in his economic 
resolution in order to maintain control of quality and quantity of coins 
produced in the Phoenician, Cyprian and Alexandrian mints. The dating 
of Seleucid coins reflects economic activity on the part of Demetrius I 
and also served as the control of the mint output.

One hundred and one staters were recovered and are now 
in the offices of the museums of Bucharest and Gala(i. Twelve coins

A Janus-shaped head appears on a series of Geto-Dacian co ins , 
discovered in Southern Dacia. On the other coins, we can see the head of 
a young woman, identified with the goddess Roma. These two Dacian 
monetary types have been imitated or inspired by the Janus bifrons and 
deity Roma types, issued by the Provincia Macedonia, as well as by the 
towns of Amphipolis, PeUa and Thessalonika, immediately after 148 
B.C. (Author) 

122 MORAWIECKI, LESLAW. Monety celtyckie ze skarby z Gorzowa 
w zbiorach Muzeum Narodowego w Krakowie [Celtic coins from the 
Gorz6w hoard in the collection of the National Museum in 
Krakow]. WN Vol. 24 No. 4 (1980) pp. 225-29 Ulus. English summary. 

The author discusses the Gorzdw hoard consisting of the Celtic coins 
of Atena Alkis type, which was buried in the mid-3rd to 2nd century B.C.

Further coin finds since D.F. Allen’s 1976 paper lend decisive support 
to his conclusions. The coins were struck in Kent for a brief period 
contemporary with a single series of Cunobelin’s silver coinage in the 
second(?) half of the 30s A.D. (B.A.A.) 


128 NEGRONI CATACCHIO, NUCCIA. Como preromana: Scavi a 
Pianvalle. Relazione preliminare. RArchAnticaComa Vol. 163 (1981) pp. 
67-113 illus. 

The finds of fragments of aes rude or bronze breads from Pianavalle 
are mentioned on p. 82. On the following page the recovery of a drachm

129 NIXON, C.E.V. The Occasion and Date of Panegyric VIII (V) , and 
the Celebration of Constantine’s Quinquennalia. Antichthon Vol. 14 
(1980) pp. 157-169. 

Numismatic and other evidence supports a date of July 25 for the 
dies imperii of Constantine I. (J R- Melville Jones) 


130 OAKLEY, JOHN H. The Autonomous Wreathed Tetradrachms 
of Kyme, Aeolis. ANSMN 27 (1982) pp. 1-37 illus. 

A die study of 540 wreathed tetradrachms of Kyme, Aeolis, has 
revealed 12 magistrates’ issues and 79 obverse dies. The coinage, based 
on the hoard evidence, is dated to 165/60-140 B.C. and although no 
historical reason has been found for the beginning of the coinage, the 
date of the Kymaean material supports Robert’s and Morkholm’s view 
that the wreath design was no more than the latest fad in coin design in 
the second century B.C. (Author)

Earlier investigations have led to the conclusion that Athenian 
Wappenmunzen and early Owls are made of different silver, the former 
of reputedly Thracian origin, the latter of silver from the Laurion. There 
are, however, early Owls which cannot be attached to one of Seltman’s 
groups and which are made of Thracian silver. An analysis of hundreds 
of specimens may show how the results can be used for dating purposes.

(75) a l’amonedacid ib&rica. GacNum No. 67 (1982) pp. 51-55 illus. 

The Iberian mark ETAON is interpreted by the author as 75. The mark 
appears on the Iberian coins of Arsakos and Umambaate. The 
metrological consequences are also discussed. (X. Villaronga) 

137 PREDA, CONSTANTIN. Unele considera(ii privind getfi din 
Dobrogea fn secolele VI-IV f.e.n. [Considerations of the Getae from the 
Dobrudja in the 6th-4th centuries B.C.]. Thraco-Dacica Vol. 3 (1982) 
pp. 19-24. French summary. 

The coin symbol hoards consisting of bronze arrowheads discovered at 
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Vi § in a, Jurilovca and Enisala (northern Dobrudja) are presented as an 
argument on the close relations between the Getae and Histria during 
the sixth-fifth centuries B.C. (Author) 

138 POPEEA, ALEXANDRU. Legituri economice fntre Tomis §i 
Orientul apropiat, reflectate hi unele descoperiri monetare [Economic 
relations between Tomis and the Near East, reflected in some monetary 
discoveries]. Insemndri didactice. Culegere de studii $i articole 
metodico-stiintifice de istorie (Constanta, 1982) pp. 29-34. 

Two bronze coins from Egypt are described: one was emitted By 
Ptolemy VI and Ptolemy VIII and another by the Emperor Carinus. 
There are also sixteen coins dated from 238-260 emitted previously in 
Asia Minor. (Bucur Mitrea) 

139 PRISCO, GABRIELLA. Tra economia e society: la moneta e la 
tomba a Poseidonia. /ifflV27-28 (1980-1981) pp. 23-56. 

The custom of placing a coin in tombs at Poseidonia appears 
between the end of the 5th and the beginning of the 3rd century B.C.; it 
relates only to a small percentage of cases. The tombs that do have a 
coin are all richly endowed, but not all rich tombs have the coin. 
Therefore, a relation with the cult is rejected, and the author believes 
that the coin might be characteristic of a part of the upper class.

The Problematical Find of Ancient British 
and Gaulish Coins from “Near Portsmouth” in 1830. BNJ Vol. 50 (1980) 
pp. 1-7. 

About 1830 a major find, presumably a hoard, of nearly 100 ancient 
British and Gaulish coins in silver and base metal is said to have been 
found “Near Portsmouth” in Hampshire. An attempt is made to 
reconstruct its contents, which consist of silver staters and quarter 
staters of the Durotriges (Mack 317 and 319), Hants, thin AR series 
(Mack 321), uninscribed silver from southern England (new type), billon 
staters (Classes II, III and perhaps VI) and quarter staters of the 
Coriosolitae. (Author)

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This catalogue provides a guide to the local coinage of the Roman 
Empire. It is arranged in three sections. First, the coins bearing heads of 
emperors and empresses are catalogued in chronological sequence, 
reign by reign. The second section contains quasi-autonomous coins 
(those without imperial names and portraits) and the third lists the 
products of independent and semi-independent states. A full list of all 
the mints (with ethnics) engaged in the production of Greek imperial 
coins is also given. (E. Maries) 

143 SEAR, DAVID. Mazaeus, Satrap Extraordinary. CMN\ ol. 19 No. 
4 (March 1982) p. 31 illus. 

A brief account of the life of Mazaeus, satrap of Cilicia from 361-334 
B.C. and, in his final years, satrap of Babylonia under Alexander.

144 SELL WOOD, LYNN. A Note on Nine Ancient British Coin Finds 
from Bath. BNJ Vol. 50 (1981) pp. 128-31 

Excavations conducted by Professor Barry Cunliffe have produced ca. 
8,000 coins, nine of which are Celtic. These comprise 7 AR Dubonnic 
pieces, 1 AR of the Durotriges and 1(?) Gaulish minim of base silver or 
copper alloy. All the coins are previously unpublished. The article 
provides detailed descriptions of the coins and discusses the dating 
evidence for them and the likelihood of their being a contemporary Iron 
Age deposit. (Author) 

145 SPAER, A. A New Type of Alexander the Great? INJ Vol. 5 (1981) 
p. 1-3 1 pi. 

A drachm, obol and hemiobol showing a head of Herakles in 
lionskin on obv. and club and bow-case on the rev. are attributed to the 
mint of Babylon after 317 B.C. (Author) 

146 STEIN, ALLA. Some Notes on the Chronology of the Coins of 
Agrippa I. INJ Vol. 5 (1981) pp. 22-26. 

The author suggests that the regnal years on coins of Agrippa I were 
counted from autumn to autumn and not from the first of Nissan. The 
proposed dating would reconcile the portraiture of the Roman emperors 
on these coins with their dating. (Author) 

147 TROXELL, HYLA A. Orontes, Satrap of Mysia. SNR Vol. 60 (1981) 
pp. 27-37 illus. 

A history of Orontes, satrap of Mysia, who is known to have been 
active between 401 and 348, is traced. The silver and copper coins 
minted in his name were issued not at Lampsacus and Clazomenae but 
in Mysia, the silver in the late 350s. The Lampsacene gold coins with 
satrapal heads are not his. (H. Bloesch) 
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148 TSAFERIS, V. and BERMAN, A. A Burial Cave in Meqor Hayim. 
Atiqot Hebrew series Vol. 8 (1982) p. 70-73 illus. English summary. 

This Jerusalem cave yielded 7 coins which are described and 
illustrated. They are 2 Antiochene Tetradrachms of Nero, one of Galba, 
one of Vespasian, a copper coin of Domitian struck at Philadelphia 
(Amman) and dated 80/1 A.D., and two Nabataean copper coins, one of 
Malichus II and one Rabbel II. (A. Spaer) 

149 VIDAL BARD AN, J.M. Aportacidn a la circulacidn monetaria en 
Arcobriga Aguilar de Anguita u Luzaga. Acta Num 11 (1981) pp. 67-76. 

New material on the study of monetary circulation in antiquity.

(1979-80) pp. 234-56 illus. 

A catalogue of 84 coins including a die study, metrology, and an 
interpretation of the Phoecian letter Yod. A chronology for the pieces is 
established.

151 WEIDAUER, LISELOTTE. Die Elektronpragung in der oriental- 
isierenden Epoche fruhgriechischer Kunst. SNR Vol. 60 (1981) pp. 
7-9 illus. 

Selected specimens of early electrum coins are stylistically analyzed, 
and the influences of oriental art are studied in great detail. The coins’ 
stylistic features, are compared with similar phenomena known from 
archaeological documents of the 7th century B.C. The author renews the 
discussion of the beginning of Greek coinage, and is in favor of a date in 
the first half of the 7th century B.C. (H. Bloesch) 

152 WERHAHN, PETER H. Die verschollene Kleinbronze aus 
Ambleny. SM Vol. 31 No. 122 (May 1981) pp. 35-36 illus. 

A unique bronze, first published in RNNo. 14 (1893) p. 324 pi. 8 no.24 
and lost for nearly a century, has been found again. Its place of minting 
is unknown, the date may be at the end of Celtic coinage, after 50 B.C.

153 WELLS, H. BARTLETT. A First Coinage of Lindos? SM Vol. 
31 No. 122 (May 1981) pp. 29-34 illus. 

A coin with Lion’s head facing is cautiously attributed to the mint of 
Lindos. The two impressions on the reverse are made in the peculiar 
technique that was used for striking the earlier specimens of the known 
Lindos series. The punch bears the figure of a Greek Lambda.
